RECHIVER APPOINTED 

A Federal receiver was then ap- 
pointed to operate the wells and 
subsequentiy the operation was 
turned over to the Secretary of the 
Interior. These operations re- 
turned a net profit of 32.866.768. 
‘which was impounded in the Secre- 
tary’s keeping. 

In 1923 Congress passed a bin 
authorizing the Interior Secretary 
to adjust claims of ‘citizens and 
corporations who in good faith 
had claimed lands in the Red Riv- 
er field and made expenditures for 
ofl development prior to the court's 
decision. . 

The Secretary was authorised to 
award the claimants permits of 
leases and make allotments from 
the impounded funds.

— Including 
the $1,000,000 spent for the con-

Three-Horned Okapi Tak- 
en by Field Expedition 
Deep in Belgian Congo 


DISPATCH} 

CHICAGO, June 4.— Chicago 
through the Field Museum is to 
have an okapi, the will o' the wisp 
mystery animal of the African 
equatorial forests. This trophy of 
trophies” has just been bagged by 
the Capt. Marshall Field expedi- 
tion to the Belgian Congo. accord- 
ing to a laconic announcement by 
cable today. 
The okapi is a strange and beau- 
tiful creature with a body some- 
what like a zebra and a horned 
head resembling that of a giraffe. 
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The one designed to grace the Field 
Museum, was captured by the ex- 
pedition with the assistance of the 
pygmies, a midget race of the jun- 
gle. The okapi is a sly ruminant, 
flashy in speed as well as in color 
and is extremely hard to capture. 
Only one other American expedi- 
tion has ever been able to obtain a 
specimen. It carries three horns. 
The neck, shoulders and body of 
the okapi range from sepia and 
black to a rich red. The tail is 
bright red with a black tuft. The 
hind quarters, snowy white or 
cream colored, are touched with 
tawny spots and purpie-black 
stripes. The okapi lives exciusive- 
ly on foliage and twigs. l 
The brief cablegram from Ed- 
mund Heller, big-game hunter in 
charge of the expedition, does not 
state whether the okap! was shot 
or captured in a windfall, but the 
item that the pygmies assisted in 
the capture indicates it was taken 
alive. Heller added that the ex- 
pedition had continued on into the

UNIQUE CHARITY 
British Organization Gains 
Foothold Here 
Contributes New Clothes to 
Needy Persons

the National Council of Women in 


Washington was the booth of the 
Needlework Guild of America. in 
this was displayed garments made 
by members of the various 
branches of this association, and

giving its history and objects. 

The organization of the Needile- 
work Guild of America is the di- 
rect result of the inspiration fur- 
nished by an Englishwoman. In 
1883 Lady Wolverton, who for some 
time had been interested in a 
certain orphan asylum, conceived 
the idea of asking her friends to 
contribute each year two pieces of 
wearing apparel or of household 
linen for use in this asylum. She 
made the request that each of these 
articles be new. This was not to 
be an opportunity to rid one's self 
of garments no longer in style, or 
which were no longer desired. 

Lady Wolverton succeeded in 
interesting a number of her friends 
in her project. She named the 
group the Needlework Guild be- 


cause of the original idea that the 
garments be made by the members 
themselves. After this first group 
had been organized a local paper 
carried a notice of the work. This 
was copied in a London per and 
Princess Mary of mbridge, 
Duchess of Teck and the mother 
of the present Queen of England. 
became 80 interested in the move- 
ment that she organized the Lon- 
don Needlework Guild. 


SPREADS TO AMERICA 


In 1885 Mrs. Alanson Hartpence 
of Philadeiphia was traveling in 
England and heard of this organ- 
ization and its work. When she 
returned to the United States she 
told of it, and her neice, who is 
now Mrs. John Wood Stewart, be- 
came so enthusiastic over the idea 
that she persuaded some of her 
frienda to join her in starting a 
similar organization. 

In deference to Lady Wolverton, 
who originated the idea. she called 
this little band the Needlework 
Guild of America. This organiza- 
tion has now grown tos member- 
ship of approximately 600,000 and 
has branches all over the United 
States. In the first year of its ex- 
istence the number of garments 
collected was 921, while in 1924, 
1,213,765 were collected. 

‘The object of the Needlework 
Guild of America, is to collect and 
distribute new, plain, suitable gar- 
ments to meet the need of hospi- 
tals, homes, and other charities; 
and to extend its uxefulness by the 
organization of branches. Special 
collections of garments may be 
taken at times of local, national or 
international disaster. 

The only requirement for mem- 
bership is the annual contribution 
of two or more new articles of 
wearing apparel or household 
linen, or a donation of money. Any 
man, woman or child may become 
a member. The organization is 
non-sectarian and members of any

Another Record of 860, 402. 
115 Gallons Sets in April 


Stocks on Hand Drop Due to 
Increased Demands 


Exports During Month Are 
Lower, Report Shows

WASHINGTON, June 4,—Pro-. 
duction of gasoline in the United 
States, which recently has been of 
record-breaking proportions, con- 
tinues its upward trend, but stocks 
oh hand decreased, nevertheless, 
owing to Increased consumption, 

The Department of the Interior 
announced today the output of 
gasoline for April was 860,492,115 
gallons, a daily average of 28,700,- 
000 These, the depart- 
ment said, are record figures for 
both total and daily average pro- 


ductions, the latter being 4 per cent 
higher than in the preceding 
month and 14 per cent higher than 
in April, 1924. 

Domestic demand for gasoline in 
April amounted to 810,849,075 gal; 
lons, a Zaily average of 27,030,000 
gallons, which represented an in- 
crease of 34 per cent over the cor- 
responding period a year ago. 

Exports in Apri} totaled 109,- 
750,000 gallons, a drop in daily 
average of 9 per cent from March. 

Stocks of gasoline at refineries 
May 1 were 1,56:,002,024 gallons, a 
decrease from the preceding month 
of 50,000,000 gallons. This is the 
first time since 1920 that gasoline 
stocks have shown a decrease ear- 
lier than May. 

‘Production of kerosene during 
May was 201,000,000 gallons and 
exports were 80,600,000 gallons. 
Production of gas and fuel oils in 
April was 1,230,000,000 gallons, a 
daily average of 41,010,000 gations. 
which represents an increase of 6 
per cent over the previous record 
established in March. Production 
of lubricants was 107,000,000 gal- 
lons, a slight decrease from the 
previous month.

CALIFORNIA DEATH TAX LOW 


Community Property Law Brings Heavy Reduction in 
Inheri Levies; Comparisons Made | 


the entire Union. 

The foregoing statement pro- 
ceeds directly from the liberal 
provisions incorporated in the 
California community property law, 
which recently was upheld by the 
United States Attorney-General. 
This decision compels the Treasury 
Department to extend the full 
benefit of this law in assessing 
Federal estate taxes on California 


estates consisting of community 
property. As a result a tremen- 
dous saving in inheritance taxes is 
turned into productive channels. 


PNE-HALF EXEMPT

Although the inheritance tax experts have done their best to ex- 
plain the relation of the community property law to inheritance taxes, 
it seems that not only residents of other States but many Californians 
are unaware of the measurable benefits accruing to the citizens of this 
State through the community property provisions. The plain fact is 
that California is a cheaper State to die in than most of the others in 


Civil Code, community property is, 
“property acquired by husband and 
wife, or either, durin 

when not acquired as the 
property of either.” How 
is related to payment of Federa 
estate taxes is explained by th 
section: 

“The one-half of the community 
property which belongs to the sur- 
viving spouse shall not be subject 
to inheritance tax or be reckoned 
as part of the estate of the de- 
ceased spouse for the purpose of 
fixing the compeneation of execu- 
tors or administrators or fixing at- 
torneys fees.” 

Concisely expressed, this means 
that upon the death of the hus- 
band, one-half of the community 
property belongs to the wife with- 
out taxation. 

To illustrate the operation of the 
community property provisions in 
California compared to the sched- 
ules In States where there are no 
community property laws, the re- 
search department of the Chamber 
of Commerce has prepared this 
example of a typical estate:

One of Heaviest

or since 1882, has it rained a suf- 


ure, according to weather statistics. 
The rain Wednesday was, with 
three exceptions, the heaviest rain 
of any of the last forty-three 


nesday’s rain yielded .45 of 
an inch of water. In 1913 and in 
1899 June rains yielded .58 of an 
inch each. The record for June 
rain all was 1.39 inches in 1884. 
Those four times constitute the 
only time it has rained more than 
-09 of an inch in June in any year 
since 1882. 

The average amount of water 
falling in June in the last forty- 
| three years, with the exception of 
the four abnormal Junes, is less 
than 04 of an inch. The rain 
Wednesday was more than ten 
times that age amount. 

In the other twenty-three Junes 
since 1882 no rain at all fell in 
ten of them and in the other thir- 
teen only “traces” are recorded for 
them. Rain of..01 of an inch is 
measured, so “trace” is practically 


no rain at all.

A sad dilemma faces the town- 
inte of Los Angeles. It 4% con- 
fronted with the alternative of 
parting with fifty acres of land in 
the shoestring strip or taking. a 
chance of parting with its justices 
of the peace.

way out. 

The bill, it was revealed, pro- 
vides. that 
peace whose jurisdiction is entire- 
ly. in the municipality for which 
‘a Municipal Court is erected shall 
automatically become members of 
the new court. 

1 of the map showed 
that the local justices have juris- 
diction over fifty acres of land ad- 
joining the shoe-string strip that is 
not in the municipality. erefore 
the law would apparently bar them 
from taking. office as Municipal 
Court judges since their jurisdic- 
tion is move extensive than is pro- 
vided by the new measure. 

Presiding Justice Baird 21 
to Mr. Bishop for aid after rn- 
ing the facts yesterday. Mr. Bish- 
op, in an opinion drawn on this 
question, pointed out that a test 

light de made of the matter 
and the court induced to interpret

WHOOPING COUGH, PERTUSSIS 
Mrs. C.—Whooping cough is an 
acute, infectious disease. It may 
be very serious. The younger the 
child, the more serious it is. There 
seems to be no doubt that the 
disease is due to a specific germ 
which attacks the muccus mem- 
brane of the throat and bronchial 
tubes. 
The incubation period is from 
ten to fourteen days. 
the time which elapses from the 
time when the germs are first re- 
ceived until they “incubate” or 
multiply sufficiently to produce 
symptoms.) 
It is the characteristic paroxysm 
of coughing often followed by 
vomiting that makes the diagnosis, 
especially during an epidemic. (The 
typical whoop may be absent.) 

The disease may last from ten 
days to two or five weeks. If it 
lasts much longer, then there is the 
possibility that some other cause 
than the original whooping cough 
is at fault. Perhaps the bronchial 
lymph glands are causing the irri- 
tation. It occasoinally happene that 
the habit of coughing - 
lished. In such cases, it ie more of 
a nervous reaction. 

The disease is most infectious in 
the beginning before the typical 
cough develops, but the child 
should be kept away from other 
children at any stage, for whoop- 
ing cough weakens the resistance 
so that other diseases may more 
readily be contructed. 

If the child is having very severe 

roxysms, he should be kept in 

4 in a warm room, free from 
drafts, but with the windows open 
so that the air is kept fresh. As 
soon as the worst stage ig over, he 
should be kept out of doors as 


One of the reasons that the child 
becomes so run down in this dis- 
@ase, is the frequent vomiting. It 
ig often found that a child will re- 
tain something after vomiting, so 
some nourishing drink or custard 
or junket, should always be given. 
The semisolid foods such as ce- 
reals, jellies, custards and junket

and thick broths are better re- 
tained. Too hot or too cold articles 
of food should be avoided because 


sometimes these will bring on the 
spasms. 

A snug abdominal binder, extend: 
ing well down over the hips and up 
to the arms, will act as a support 
and keep the paroxysms se- 
vere. 

Sometimes the coughing is #0 
severe that medicines have to be 
given, but of course, these must be 
given under the personal supervi- 
sion of your physician. Vaccines 
geem to be effective in some cases,

position to the so-called equal 
rights amendment that would if 
passed wipe out laws tecting 
the health of w ng wom- 
en. 

Mrs. Kelley spoke for a law reg- 
ulating the press.

Stocks, Produce Company Asserts 5 


It was powerful moonshine 
made in an inet distillery 
camouflaged as a tire vuillcaniz- 
ing shop on Produce street, ac- 
cording to the Pearson-Peter- 
son Company of 1316 Produce 
streét. which yesterday filed a 
damage claim at the City Hall 
against the municipality for 
$3904 as a result, the company 
said, of the moonshine leaking 
into their stock of canned eggs, 
barreled cider and grape juice, 
flavors and other food products. 

The fake vulcanizing shop, 
which was located on the floor 
above the Pearson-Peterson 
Company, was raided, the com- 
plaint stated, May 12, and after 
the Federal “prohibition agents 
had departed, Los Angeles police 
officers, assisted by trusties from 
the jail, proceeded to dump the 
118 gallons of seized liquor and 
265 barrels of corn mash on

The moonshine, the complaint 
said, ate its way through the 
floor boards, the steel beams 
and the plaster and then pro- 
ceeded to ruin the barreled cid- 
er and grape juice and the 
canned eggs of the company.

Jack Pilcher of Newhall is 
Vietim of Stray Shot 


Veteran Constable Slain as 


Deputy Gun is Fired 


Death Battle With Le Bron 
in 1924 Recalled 


“Constable John 8. (Jack) Pi- 
cher. for six years held down the 
dangerous post at Newhall and 
engaged in numerous gun batties 
with rum-runners and bandits and 
in thrilling brishes with bad men 
and treat them to the trigger. 

But Fate did not decree that 
Jack, as he is known to peace of- 
fieers, should die with his shoes 
on and with a smoking revolver 
in his hands. 


ACCIDENTAL § 

Ne died yesterday’ on Gage’s 
ranch in Bouquet Canyon from a 
pistol wound accidentally received 
when his deputy. John Seltzer 
dropped his ptstol while attempt- 
ing to kill) a lizard that had 
awakened the pair from slumber. 

According to Seltzer’s report to 
Deputy Sheriffs Allen and Stens- 
land, he and Piicher were investi- 
gating a burglary and were spend- 
ing the night on Gage's ranch 
when their slumber was disturbed 
by a reptile. Seltzer got out of 
ped and attempted to kill the lizard 
with a stick. At the same time 
bis revolver which he had 
strapped to his belt, fell ont. 
etruck the floor and was. di- 
charged. The bullet struck Pilcher 
and he died an hour later, Seltzer 
reported. 

SPECTACULAR FRAY 

One of the most spectacular gun 
battles ever engaged in by Pilcher 
was September 14, 1924. He and 
Deputy Constable J. N. Brown had 
gone to a ranch to protect Miss 
Bonita Darling from Gua Le Bron, 
known as a bad man. Le Bron 
shot and killed Brown but Pilcher 
appeared on the scene in time to 
fire several shots at Le Bron. one 
of which proved fatal. 

After Pilcher had won the death 
battle with Le Bron. deputies of 
Sheriff Tracger presented him with 
a handsome .44 revolver, which he 
was carrying at the time of his 


death. 
Immediately after receiving word 
ef Pilcher’s death. Deputies Allen 


and Stensland went to Newhall to 


obtain complete details of the trag- 
edy. 

Funeral arrangements for the 
dead cificer have not been made. 
Deputies of the Los Angeles office 
are expected to attend his last rites 
to pay a tribute to the officer who 
ie said never to have feared for hie 
life when duty called him on dan- 
gerous missions.

Few Instances in History Where 
Rts Property Was Injured in War 


For hundreds of years all civi- 
NMred nations accepted the doctrine 
of the inviolability of church .prop- 
erty, as well as of the clergy, in 
time of war. Except for the atro- 
cities committed by the Huns and 
the Visigothe when they | swooped 
down upon the growing Christian 
eivilization of Western Europe, and 
the universally condemned seizures 
of church property by the mad- 
dened mobs in France during the 
Reign of Terror and in Bolshevist 
Russia, enlightened governments 
have never, as a rule, failed to 
cloak ecclesiastical persons and 
things with the sanctity of law 
and protection, even during the 
bloodiest of wars. Instances of 
confiscation of religious and char- 
itable. property have never  oc- 
eurred without obloquy. And this 
immunity which the church en- 
joys, although it arose largely on 
account of the supremacy which 
the papacy in Rome succeeded in 
maintaining for so many centuries, 
has been steadfastly adhered to as 
a matter of international as well 
as internal policy by every civi- 
Used nation in Christendom.

RACE SURVEY ENLIGHTENING 


Coast Orientals Drifting to Cities, One Fact Found by 
Research Group; Work to Go On Here 


At the close of the meeting, Dr. 
Remsen D. Bird, president of Oc- 
cidental College, and Dr. Bmory 
S. Bogardus, professor of sociology 
at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, were appointed to continue 
the work in the Southland and to 
assist in examining and tabulat- 
ing the hundreds of documents on 
racial. problems now at Stanford 
University and in on of Ray 
Lyman Wilbur, chairman of the 
general committee. 

“One valuable result of thie sur- 
(ey consists of the research bu- 
reaus which has been established 
at practically every great educa- 
tional institute on the. Coast,” de- 
clared Dr. Bogardus. “Only when 
people begin to study conditions 
jag they exist can they begin to 
see a way to making conditions 
that will be just and favorable to 
society as a whole.” 

Among the tentative findings in 
the reports of the various commit- 
tees, it was shown that the Chi- 
nese population on the Pacific 
Coast has been steadily decreasing 
since 1890 and that the Japa- 
nese population has been increas- 
ing, although at a decreased rate, 
since that date, The ratio of Chi- 
nese and Japanese to the total pop- 
ulation of California has been 
steadily declining since 1900. In 
1900 the ratio was 8.8, while in 
1920 tt was 27.9. The facts show 
that the reason for the apparent 
high birth rate among Japanese is 
that few Japanese marriages are 
childless. More than one-third of 
the Japanese population in the 
State is native-born. :

Prior to the passing of the anti- 
alien land legislation the Japa- 
nese had showed a distinct move- 
ment toward concentration in the 
mall fruit and vegetable areas in 
British Columbia, Washington, Ore- 
gon and California, but since that 
time there has been a growing 
tendency toward urbanization. In 
rural communities of California, 
and to an increasing degree north- 
ward, the Mexicans, crossing the 
border at the rate of about 100,- 
000 per year since the 1920 Fed- 
eral census, have been stepping in- 
to the places of the Japanese who 
are moving into the cities. 

Regarding sickness, poverty and 
crime, it was pointed out that the 
orientalis have been of little ex- 
pense to American communities. A 
study of the health of orientalis 
shows that only 6 per cent of the 
Chinese and Japanese suffer. from 
nervous diseases, compared with 
16 per cent of the Caucasion popu- 
lation. 

In cases where expensive labor- 
savirig machinery can be used, as 
in California rice fields, neither the 
Japanese nor the Hindus can pro- 
duce as efficiently as white labor- 
ers. The so-called white labor in 
California is largely made up of 
alien peoples. notably Italians, 
Portuguese. Swiss, Scandinavians 
and Armenians. The real economic 
competition in agriculture, it was 
stated, is not so much between 
the descendents of the white pio- 
neers and the orientals as it is be- 
tween the orientalis and the later 
European immigrants and the Mex 
icans.

NEW YORK AND LONDON TO 
JOIN IN STUDY OF BRIT- 
1 GUIANA FLORA 

A new 
co-operative botanical research is 
seen in a projected flora of Brit- 
ish Guiana under the joint direc- 
tion of Dr. H. A. Gleason, curator 
of the New York Botanical Gar- 
den staff, and T. A. Sprague of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, according 


to Dr. N. L. Britton, director-in- 
chief of the American institution. 


Guiana, he points out, are essen- 


pated that this investigation will 
bring out much of scientific novel- 
ty and importance. 

In connection with hie studies of 
the higher plants of Northern 
South America, Dr. Gleason spent 
four months last summer in crit- 
ical taxonomic work at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens at Kew and at 
the Museum d' Histoire Naturelle in 

Some of the important re- 
sults of these studies have already 
been prepared for publication. 

Both in the field of active re- 
search and in that of publication 
of the results of their investiga- 


the past year. 

Dr. John K. Small head curator 
ef the museums and herbarium. 
found time for various lines of bot- 
anical research and published a 
dozen articles dealing with differ- 
ent phases of these investigations. 
With the assistance of Charles 
Deering, a member of the Corpo- 
ration of the Garden, he continued 
his exploration of Florida and the 
Carolinas and accumulated fur- 
ther plant material, both living 
and dried, that will contribute 
much to a better understanding of 
the flora of the Southeastern 
United States, says Dr. Britton. 
Dr. Small pursued his studies of 
the North erican species of iris 
and of the spider lies (hymeno- 
callis,) and with the co-operation 
of Miss Eaton, the artist of the 
garden staff, secured humorous 
paintings of species of these and 
other genera, most of which will 
be used for the illustration of Ad- 
disonia, accompanying descriptive 
text that he has prepared. 

Dr. P. A. Rydberg, in addition 
to his duties as curator of tho 
herbarium collections of Nower- 
ing plants, continued during the 
past year his systematic studies 
of various genera of the pea fam- 
ily; the nightshade family and the

DISEASE AND RAINFALL 


Tuberculosis and Leprosy Least in 
Dry Olimates, Says a Physician 


— — 


Interesting support for the the- 
ory of Dr. William Gordon 
Exeter, England, that the — . 
lence of tuberculosis is related to 
the degree of humidity in the air 
was afforded in a lecture b Sir 
Leonard Rogers at the oyal 
Society of Médicine in London, 
recently, according to the London 
correspondent of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association. 
He has been struck by the points 
of resemblance between the bacil- 
lus of leprosy and that of tuber- 
culosis, and also by their relation 
to ¢limatology. 

Figures that he has prepared 
show that when a population has 
been infested with a quiescent 
form of tuberculesis it does not 
seem to suffer from leprosy, which 
indicates that tuberculization gives 
some immunity to leprosy. He 
said there was no proof that lep- 
rosy was hereditary, and equaily 
it was now in doubt whether 
tuberculosis was hereditary. Ac- 
tually, the danger of infection 
from tuberculosis was infinitely 
greater than was that from lep- 
rosy and until the public could 
be induced to accept isolation, not 
much progress would be made. 

Turning to the incidence of lep- 
rosy in relation to climatology, Sir 
Leonard Rogers displayed rainfall 
and leprosy charts of India, which, 
showed a close correspondence be- 
tween the rainy areas and the 
areas in which leprosy was heav- 


lest. It seemed, too, that much 
the same condition applied to 
tuberculosis: where the  loWeat

It would appear that the people 
of Danzig honestly desire an effec- 
tive collaboration with Poland 
which has offered them a wide 
hinterland for their port; but in 
this desire they are frustrated uy 
the city authorities, and evgry ef- 
fort has remained a dead letter. 

The fact is that the actual rulers 
of Danzig, constituted as a free 
city, are in no sense its citizens. 
They are for most part, if not ajl 
Prussians, at least imported from 
the Reich, beginning with the presi- 
dent of the Senate, Sahm. who was 
in.charge of the requisitions made 
by the German troops in Warsaw 
during the war. 

On January 16 the representa- 
tives of the center in the Danzig 
Volkstag «emphasized the act that 
the free city officiale were not re- 
eruited on the spot, but were sum- 
moned from Germany. One of the 
latest arrivals is a man named 
Crufsen from the ministry of jus- 
tice at Berlin who has been ap- 
pointed judge’ of the Danzig court 
of appeals. The chief of police 
here is one Freboes who was com- 
promised in the Kapp putsch in 
Berlin, while the head of the cus- 
toms service is Col. Warner, fa- 
moug organizer of the German com. 
bat formations in Prussia. 

The organisation and instruction

Viceroy of India Seeks to Exter- 
minate Leprosy. 


An appeal has been lauched by 
Lord Reading, Viceroy of India, 
for funds to provide the Indian 
Council of the British Empire 
prosy Relief Association with 
the means to carry out a sustained 
attack on leprosy, the elimination 
of which is now considered possi- 
ble as the result of recent medi- 
cal discoveries. He pointed out 
that leprosy has how been proved 
not be hereditary, and to be cur- 
able in its early and dangerously 
infective stages. A strong general 
committee, covering the whole of 
India. has been appointed. There 
are already indications of en- 
thusiastic support from people of 
all shades of opinion. Particularly 
enerous support promised even 

newspapers that represent non- 
co-operation (nationalist extrem- 
tam) in politics, according to the 
London correspondent of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 4 

Sir Leonard Rogers, 
most authority on leprosy, states 
that although the last census of 
India recorded nearly 103,000 lep- 
ers, this figure has only a rela- 
tive value, since it covers only the 
advanced and easily recognized 
cases. Dr. Ernest Muir, who has 
succeeded Sir Leonard in conduct- 
ing researches on the disease at 
the Calcutta- School of Tropical 
Medicine, thinks the numbers may 
be from 600,000 to 1,000,000 if all 
the early cases are included. 

By an act passed in 1920 the 
government of India made it pos- 
sible for all Provincial govern- 
ments to deal with the pauper 
and begging lepers. and in the 
provinces where suitable settle- 
ments exist some: compulsory seg- 
regation is carried on. 

“Nevertheless,” says the writer, 
“on a moderate estimate there are 
some 40,000 pauper and begging 
lepers in India, constituting a seri- 
ous menace. This problem is be- 
fing met in the Madras Presidency 
by ‘a new leper settlement for all 
classes of lepers, Dut particularly 
for the pauper and beggar suffer- 
ers. There are in all same seven- 
ty-three asylums in India, With an 
average of 100 inmates. 

“A course of training ie con- 
templated for all physicians who 
work among lepers. first at the 
Schoo! of Tropical Medicine at Cal- 
cutta, and later at leper insti- 
tutions. Endeavor is to be made 
to establish outpatient skin clinics 
(a term held to be preferable to 
that of ‘leper hospitals) in as 
many of the principal towns as 
possible. But a central leper col- 
ony in each of the major prov- 
inces, for the treatment of the 
most infectious cases and for the 
compulsory segregation of pauper 
and begging lepers. is necessary.” 
—[New York Times. ie

“Be a man, smoke cigars,” says 
a cigar advertisement in a New 
York paper. Here, perhaps, is an 
adroit intimation that the cigarett 
or other mild forms of tobacco 
consumption are indications of 
softness. It cannot be denied that, 
some years ago, the boy, who 
wish to be considered a man 
with all man’s vices as well as vir- 


tues, longed for the day when he pl 


could smoke a cigar and not suf- 
fer illness or corporal punishment. 
Candy cigars were popular with 
little boys. They enjoyed pretenge 
of using tobacco in some form and 
about the only reason they chewed 
licorice was that it enabled them 
to expectorate as did their elders 
who were tobacco chewers. There 
was a time when it was popular- 
ly supposed that only “dudea’ 
addicted to cigarettes. Business es- 
tablishments where no complaint 
was made against chewers or cigar 
and pipe smokers, barred ciga- 
rettes. In the last ten yeara the 
consumption of cigarettes has gone 
far beyond that of cigars.
